FOR  THE  YEAR  19^4 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Northampton  Rural  District 
Council. 

Ladies  and  G-en  tlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  myself  and 
Mr.  Miller  for  19&4. 

As  last  year,  the  statistics  agree  with  those  of  England  and 
Wales,  and  fewer  cases  of  Measles  were  notified. 

No  complaints  were  received  regarding  water  supplies,  but  at 
the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  Water  Board  is  worried  as  to 
the  amount  of  water  in  the  reservoirs. 

It  is  regrettable  to  note  that  there  have  been  numerous 
complaints  regarding  dirty  milk  bottles  and  contaminated  food. 

This  requires  constant  vigilance  by  the  Public  Health  Department, 
and  further  action  should  be  taken  against  the  suppliers. 

The  number  of  animals  inspected  at  the  Abattoirs  is  still 
rising,  and  I  am  pleased  that  this  is  being  10C$  covered  by  theJiublic 
Health  Inspectors. 

A  constant  watch  is  kept  on  the  sewage  plants  and  one  at 
Denton  causes  concern,  but  this  will  be  remedied  in  the  near  future 
as  the  Ministry  has  given  consent  to  a  combined  plant  at  Yardley 
Hastings. 

I  should  again  thank  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department.  Also  I  must  thank 
all  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  their  efficient  work  throughomt 
the  year,  especially  as  it  is  unrecorded  and  few  realise  their 
importance  to  the  health  of  the  community.

2.  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  bacteriological  work  associated  with  the  Public  Health 
Department  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
whose  laboratory,  in  charge  of  which  is  Dr.  C.  Hoyle,  is  situated 
at  the  Northampton  General  Hospital.  The  bacteriological  examination 
of  water  samples,  milk  samples  and  ice-cream  samples  is  also  carried 
out  by  Dr.  Hoyle. 

3.  Diphtheria  Antitoxin. 

A  supply  of  antitoxin  is  always  available  for  use  in  the 
District  by  applying  to  the  dispenser  at  the  Northampton  General 
Hospital.  Poliomyelitis  vaccine  can  be  obtained  from  the  Public 
Health  Department,  County  Hall,  Guildhall  Road,  Northampton.

1 .  Water. 

Castle  Ashby. 

The  main  water  supply  is  now  laid  on  to  Castle  iishby  village 
also  to  Yftiiston. 

Properties  to  the  east  of  the  road  through  Castle  Ashby 
village  are  to  retain  the  estate  supply  from  local  sources  (Compton 
Estates  Company  is  responsible  for  the  chlorination  of  these  supplies). 

At  present  there  are  eleven  knov/n  public  wells.  Of  these 
one  has  a  pump  in  working  order.  Most  of  the  wells  are  polluted. 

Water  sampling  for  bacteriological  analysis  is  set  out  in 
Table  (xiii)  on  page  30.

1 .  Milk  Supply. 

Particulars  of  persons  registerable  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955,  and  the  Milk  Regulations  are  on  page  13. 

2.  Food  Premises. 

Visits  for  the  supervision  of  food  premises  were  made  as 
often  as  possible.  A  summary  of  the  food  premises  can  be  found 
on  pages  14  and  13. 

3.  Food  Poisoning  Outbreaks. 

There  were  two  cases  of  food  poisoning  during  the  year,

4.  Meat  Inspection. 

The  number  of  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  District  is 
six,  comprising  one  large  factory  abattoir  and  five  small  village 
slaughterhouses,  the  former  serving  the  needs  of  a  wide  area  of 
radius  about  sixty  miles  distant  and  the  latter  serving  local 
requirements.

The  existing  deep  freeze  storage  plant  was  extended  during  the 
autumn  to  more  than  double  its  capacity. 

General  supervision  of  food  from  the  cold  store  is  exercised. 

5.  Typhoid  Outbreak  in  Aberdeen. 

Action  was  taken  in  this  District  in  Mid-June  immediately 
following  receipt  of  information  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  regarding 
an  outbreak  of  typhoid  in  Aberdeen.  A  circular  letter  was  sent 
to  occupiers  of  all  food  premises  requesting  co-operation  in 
locating  and  withdrawing  from  stock  certain  sized  tins  of  certain 
brands  of  imported  corned  beef  to  which  the  infection  was  thought 
to  be  attributed. 

In  addition  to  this  the  Public  Health  Inspector  visited  every 
food  premises  in  the  District  which  was  known  to  supply  these 
products,  including  various  Crown  Land  premises.  A  search  was 
made  with  the  co-operation  of  the  occupiers  and  eight  tins  of 
corned  beef  were  located  and  dealt  with.

1 .  Saallpox. 

ITo  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  as  was  so  in  1963. 

2.  Scarlet  Fever. 

Nine  cases  (3  males,  6  females)  were  notified  during  the  year, 
as  compared  with  five  during  1963.  All  the  cases  appeared  to  be 
of  a  mild  clinical  type. 

3.  Diphtheria. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year. 

A.  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

No  cases  were  notified  under  the  Puerperal  Pyrexia  Regulations, 

1939,  in  the  year  under  review,  as  was  so  in  1963. 

3.  Pneumonia. 

Five  cases  (t\;o  males,  three  females)  of  acute  primary  pneumonia 
or  acute  influenzal  pneumonia  were  notified,  as  compared  with 
six  in  1963.  Pneumonia  was  the  certified  cause  of  death  in  17 
cases.  These  deaths  are  not  necessarily  those  of  patients  who 
were  notified  under  the  relevant  regulations. 

6.  Erysipelas. 

One  case  (one  female)  was  notified  compared  with  two  in  1 963 - 

7.  Measles. 

Two  hundred  and  eleven  cases  (108  males,  103  females)  were  notified 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  700  in  1 963 .  There  were  no  deaths. 

8.  '..Tip oping  Cough. 

Nineteen  cases  (12  male,  7  female)  were  notified,  as  compared 
with  eighteen  in  1963.  There  were  no  deaths. 

9.  Acute  Poliomyelitis  (infantile  Paralysis). 

No  case  'was  notified  during  the  year,  as  was  so  in  1 963 • 

10.  Acute  Encephalitis  (infective). 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  as  was  the  case  in  1963. 

1 1 .  Dysentery  (Sonne). 

One  case  (female)  was  notified  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  18  in  1963. 

12.  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. 

Again  no  case  was  notified  during  the  year.

13.  Food  Poisoning. 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  as  compared  with 
none  in  1 9 63 . 

14.  Opthalnia  Neonatorum.

15.  Tuberculosis. 

Two  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  (both  male)  were  notified 
during  the  year  both  being  respiratory  -  as  compared  with  three 
cases  -  all  respiratory  -  in  1963. 

There  was  one  death  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year.

During  the  year  2  samples  were  taken,  1  being  taken  from  public 


sources  and  1  from  private  well. 

Out  of  11  known  public  wells,  only  one  was  in  use  during  1  964 
compared  with  two  in  1963. 

During  the  year  no  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis. 
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Spinning  Pool. 

During  the  season  36  samples  of  water  from  the  one  privately 
owned  public  swimming  pool  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination. 

All  these  samples  were  reported  as  satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of 
three  in  mid-September  towards  the  end  of  the  season.  Regular  visits  were 
made  throughout  the  season  to  check  the  chlorination  plant  for  residual 
chlorine.

Seventeen  water  samples  and  comparator  tests  were  taken  during 
the  year.

Of  the  mobile  food  shops  based  within  the  district  there  are 
9  of  which  4  are  butchers,  4  are  grocers  and  one  is  a  greengrocer. 

Ice-Cream. 

There  are  64  premises  registered  for  the  retail  storage  and 
sale  of  ice-cream  in  the  District*  Routine  sampling  of  the  products 
is  carried  out  for  bacteriological  examination.  No  ice-cream  is  now 
manufactured  in  the  District.
